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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant's arguments respecting the §102 rejection over Jain, US 6,360,234 
have been considered and are persuasive. In particular, Examiner agrees that the 
elements of Jain do not anticipate the claimed storage managing unit and translator, for 
the reasons Applicant articulates at pages 4-7 and 11-12 respectively. Applicant's 
arguments regarding the equivalence of other elements are not necessarily agreed to 
by Examiner but are moot since the rejection was made under §102. 

Further, claim 75 is distinguished over Kazeroonian, WO 99/41684 (cited by 
Applicant in the IDS dated 12/21/2010) because it recites that that the "description [of 
said media content] does not include a storage address for said media block," and also 
that the "request does not include a storage address for said description 
[or]... retrieved... media blocks." Kazeroonian, on the other hand, provides the storage 
location of corresponding media content with each entry in the content table.
